000 to the Lexington and Big Sandy Railroad 
proves that our people are beginning to see at once 
the necessities and the felicities of the posi- 
tion of igiisville. The combined influence of dry 
and cold seasons in destroying the navigation of the 
Ohio river, and the extraordinary enterprise of the 
■ities north aud south of Kentucky in 
magnificent systems of railroads at an 
i cost, have left Louisville, as it were, like 
some of the Ohio river steamboats in low water, 
high and dry upon a sand-bar, while the commerce 
and travel of the country have been forced to pass 
us. This state of things hag quickened into 
i the peculiar gifts of all the croakers, 
who take so much pleasure in 
«od desertion of the city. 

All who are capable of understanding the real 
facts of the case most see that there is not the 
slightest reason for fear or despondency in regard to 
the future of Louisville. The very exigency of our 
position, produced by the facts above-mentioned, is 
just the stimulus that was required to arouse tha 
sluggish energies of our people. Their intelligence 
and energy, if promptly exercised, will proceed to 
demonstrate that the commercial position of Louis-

The 
Nashville road, with it* branch to Memphis, 
will make this s prominent point not only in the 
general Southern connection, but especially in rela 
ttoD to that greatest work of all, the Southern Pa- 
cific road, already commenced, and sure to be com- 
pleted. When we add to this the fair prospect of a 
connection, by the Big Sandy Railroad, with the 
great railroad systems of Virginia and Maryland, it 
is impossible not to 6ee that Louisville now occupies 
s position more enviable and more promising la re- 
gard to her future prosperity than was ever claimed 
for her before. 

The only danger it that the people are not yet 
sufficiently aware of the pressing exigencies of our 
position on the one hand, and of the extraordinary 
felicities of that position on the other. To avert 
the impending disasters of the one, and to secure 
the advantages of the other, will require the exhi- 
bition of all the energy and resources that we can 
command. The Nashville road must be forced 
through st once. No sacrifice that can be made 
for that purpose will bear any comparison with the 
beneficent results to be secured. It would be better 
to sell the bonds of the city for fifty cents, and issue 
another million, than permit this work to linger 
along until our capital has been removed to other 
points, and the most active and enterprising of our 
citizens, tired of waiting, have gone to cities where 
activity and enterprise may secure immediate re- 
ward. No city can afford to wait until salt is 
strewed over its streets for any advantages, however 
great, in the future. It is a necessity for Louisville 
that the Nashville road be completed, and a branch 
to the coal fields be constructed within eighteen 
months. With the progress and preparation already 
made there will be no difficulty in accomplishing 
this bcjAe want of funds, and of the skill and en- 
ergy toxwe them. Let it be the business of the 
Precedent and Directors, aided by the hearty coope- 
ration of the city, to see that both are provided. 

From the peculiar circumstances referred to, the 
actual cost of this important road at the most ex 
travagant estimate, and throwing in 
sod frauds that have heretofore beei 
will be as nothing compared with the results 
by it.

Water Works. — We publish to-day a communi- 
cation in reference to water-works and manufactories 
The writer proposes to make use of the water-power 
of the falls for raising the water from the river and 
forcing it to a reservoir, and also to turn the same 
power to profitable use by applying it to a succes- 
sion of mills and factories. This plan appears feas- 
ible, and certainly deserves consideration. We are 
not sufficiently familiar with the laws of hy- 
drostatics and engineering to give any opinion as to 
the practicability of establishing water works in the 
manner proposed, but we are sure that the water 
power of the falls can be made available for manu- 
facturing pnrposes. We have understood that one 
object to be kept in view in the selection of a site 
for the engine house to raise the water, is to place it 
at a sufficient distance above the city to procure pure 
water, uncontaminated with the filth and drainage 
of our streets and sewers. This may be of itself an 
insuperable objection to the location proposed by 
our correspondent. It seems too that to force the 
water from the lock of the canal to a reservoir situa- 
ted upon the Blind Asylum hill would involve a 
very great waste of power. Whatever may be done 
eference to the water works, we are satisfied 
that the application of the power of the falls in some 
way to manufacturing purposes would be a profitable 
investment. Even Lowell, the great manufactur- 
ing town of Massachusetts, possesses no such ad- 
vantages of water power as are found in the vicini- 
ty of the Falls of the Ohio. We hope this project 
will be fully considered and canvassed by those who 
are experienced in such matters, and that this 
power will be promptly turned to profitable account. 
The eminent success of the extensive flouring mill 
of Smith & Smyser, upon the Indiana shore, has 
given a practical evidence of the immense power 
which might at very little cost be made to minister 
to our advantage on both banks of the Ohio. W 
cannot call attention to this matter too early. By 
the time when mills and manufactories can be erec- 
ted and put in operation, our Railroad connections 
North and East and West and South will be very 
nearly completed, and we shall have here a market 
already prepared for all the minufactures that 
can be produced. 



iJiTWe desire again to draw the attention of our 
citizens to the subject of the foundation of public 
dispensaries. The class of persons that these in- 
stitutions are designed to reach is not the poorest. 
They are not the miserable creatures who chiefly ill 
our hospitals and alms-houses, but a more intelli- 
gent and worthy claas of people. The pressure and 
demoralization of poverty must be great indeed to 
give to pauperism the unfortunate character to which 
crime is so nearly allied. There is another class 
of people who in ordinary times have all the neces- 
sities and most of the comforts of life around them, 
who, when want comes, part with their self- 
respect, the last of all their household gods. 

Every man shrinks from the cold charity of the 
alms-house for himself, and shudders at the pros- 
pect for his family. How much would you, gentle 
reader, suffer before you would go to att hospital, 
and see your wife or children go to the alms-house? 
There are few seasons of so great severity or com- 
mercial depression that an industrious people cannot 
secure the wherewithal to feed and clothe their 
families; but let sickness come, can a respectable 
laborer or mechanic go to the alms-house, or send 
any member of his family there? If he does, the 
very act demoralizes him heart and soul, and the 
occasion for it should he removed. If in such cir- 
cumstances a kiudly physician should say, "Sir, I 
will attend you, I will give you medicines," would 
not that act in almost every instance meet hia want? 
This is what a dispensary is intended to do. 

Tho city is divided into districts. Any one living 
in the district can, on application to the dispensary, 
or at the physician's residence, be visited by the 
physician, and .the prescription is filled by the 
apothocary of the dispensary. Besides this, physi- 
cians and surgeons will be in attendance for certain 
hcurs in the day at the consulting-rooms of the in- 
stitution to prescribe for those who are able to 
apply. 

These dispensaries are matters of great economy 
to the city, for by thus affording timely medical aid 
many cases of sickness are nipped in the bud, and 
are thus prevented from running into that stage and 
severity which make a removal to the hospital in- 
dispensably necessary. Surely an ounce of pre- 
vention is wo rth a pound of cure. 

Trade ok Evansville.— Messrs. George Foster 
& Co. have published in a neat circular a succinct 
but complete review of the trade of our enterprising 
little sister city down the river. Evansville is rep- 
resented as having never been in a more flourishing 
condition than during the year 1856. The annual 
exports exceeded in value nine and a half million 
dollars, although the state of the river and canal 
both was very unfavorable. The beucnts of railroad 
communication have l>een rendered apparent by the 
business brought to the city by the only line in op- 
eration. From this State Evansville received 7,500 
of tobacco which should have been 
brought to Loulstilla. Manufactures prosper from 
the great fact that fuel is abundant and cheap — the 
current rates having been from f 1 75 to $2 for wood 
and six to eight cents per bushel for coal. There are 
in operation two foundries and two others in con- 
struction; six flouring mills; one furniture factory; 
one paper miltf and eight sawing and planing 
mills. 

There are indeed few places in the West exhibit- 
ing more healthy signs of progress than Evansville. 
That city appears destined to be the commercial 
emporium of Indiana, although New Albany will 
energeticall y dispute the palm.

— A man named Durham attempted a forge- 
ry on the Bank of Commerce, New York, on Satur- 
day, by presenting a check for »G,42G, purporting 
to have been drawn by the President of tho Judd 
Linseed and Sperm Oil Company. On Monday it 
was discovered that another forged check, ostensibly- 
drawn by the same company, for $4,400 had been 
presented and certified as good. 

The office of the Judd Oil Company was entered 
between Saturday night and Monday morning and 
robbed of business paper and Illinois Central Rail- 
road Bonds to the value of $75,000. It is supposed 
the robbery was committed by some persons ac- 
quainted with the house.

Great National Trial of Machinery and 
Implements. — The committee of the United States 
Agricultural Society, appointed at the fifth annual 
meeting, held at the Smithsonian Institution in the 
city of Washington, on the 14th of January, "to 
designate the time and to make all the necessary ar- 
rangements for a national trial in the field of agrvyd- 
tural implements and machinery," have invited the 
inventors and manufacturers of all such articles 
both in the United States and foreign countries, to 
participate in a public trial to be made at Louisville 
Kv., under the auspices of the Sociecy, during the 

fall of 1857.

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Lot* ef the Kagara.— The principal talk by steam- 
boat men, yesterday was the loss of the steamer 
Niagara, one of finest and largest boats belonging 
to this port. The news of the disaster was receiv- 
ed on Saturday evening by telegraph from Memphis. 
The N. was commanded by Capt. Spotts. She ar- 
rived at Cairo week before last, and, finding the Ohio 
closed by ice, reahipped her up-river freight on tha 
David White and took on a cargo for New Orleans. 
She left Cairo with over a hundred cabin passengers 
and a considerable number of mules. Near Island 
34, which is a short distance above Randolph, Ten- 
nessee, she got aground. She lay there for several 
days, during which time the river was falling 
steadily and tha ice, which was running very heavy, 
accumulated around her. Capt. Spotts hailed the 
Empress for assistance, but, as that boat was darwiag 
ood deal of water and had also a valuable cargo, 
Capt. Sturgeon could not comply with tha request, 
but he meeting the Alconia shortly after requested 
her captain to go to the N. s assistance. The dis- 
patch gives no particulars of the disaster, but states 
merely that the boat was broken in two. It is sup- 
posed that no lives were lost. Among the passengers 
on the Niagara were Capt. Spotts's family, Miss 
Emma Knight, Miss Joyes, and others of this city. 

The Niagara was owned here, had made two very 
successful seasons, and last summer her owners had 
expended about $10,000 ou her for repairs. She 
was one of the most popular and elegant boats in tho 
trade. She was insured in the different local offices 
in this city for $40,000. We do not know whore 
her cargo was insured. 

The Highflyer. — We are glad to learn that this 
steamer, the sinking of which st the Grand Chain, 
in the Ohio, we announced on Friday, will probably 
be raised. Capt. Smith, of the Daniel Boone, who 
was on board of tha H. when the accident occurred, 
informs the Cincinnati Commercial that she struck 
on the reef known as the ''Jackson Rocks," at the 
larboard knuckle, opening a couple of her seams 
some thirty or forty feet in leugth, and taking from 
eighteen inches to two feet of water in her hold. 
From thirty to forty comforts and blankets were im- 
mediately stuffed into tha openings, and, by good 
pumping, Capt. Wright succeeded in stopping the 
leak so that one pump will keep her free. Captain 
Smith thinks she can be easily lighted off, and once 
free from the rocks can return to Paducah for re- 
pairs.

Then 
thev turned their team's heads upstream and drove 
beyond six-mile island within view of the boats 
that are confined in the ice.

Mb. Editob: We have the finest water power in the 
Western country, and to many pernors it Is mstter of as- 
tonishment that such facilities for mtnufacturing should 
hav*- been neglected so long. By mean* of the canal al- 
ready made, this immense water power is almost ready la 
be let on to the wheels of the manufacturer. 

The low land extending from the upper lock on the pres- 
ent canal down to Portland is believed to be nothing bnt 
clay or earth without any rock, down to the level of tha 
water in the canal. 

Mow, how easy would it be to dig a race or canal ten or 
fifteen feet wide, from the upper loek, and parallel with the 
river, two or three hundred yards in the direction of Port- 
land;' and from this race a short cut to the river for a tail- 
race ' This would give us a "head of water" equal to twenty 
feet, and in quantity equal to ten thousand horse power, if 

rC 'Let!th* machinery for raising water from the river be 
placed at this point, and a superstructure of brick or stone 
be erected over or near it, say one hundred feet high, or 
higher if necesaary. Within this tower place two or more 
pipe*, one to convey the water up to the top, but Inside of 
the roof to prevent freeiing, and the other to convey ft 
down to the ground pipes. LA? a large pipe thence thresww 
Main street to the hill at or near the Blind Asylum to tha 
large reservoir. From this large pipe the entire lengthpf 
Main street co nld be supplied with water, and the gross 
reservoir beside*. 

Not only could we supply our own city thus, bnt we conld 
supply New Albany. Portland. Shippmgport, and even Jef- 
fersonville, far cheaper than they can ever be supplied in 
the usual way, or each having a separate water work*. 

Further, by extending the rare to Portland, everv fifty 
feet of It* length may be sold for a mill of some kind or 
other, and thus not only supply ourselves with the beat and 
most extensive water works in the world, but also derive 
from it an immense revenue for water power. It b believ- 
ed that thb plan can be put in operation for not much 
more than one half the cost of steam machinery, and that 
the subsequent coat to run it will not equal the twentieth 
part of the cost of steam. 

If our water company will not adopt the water power. I 
do hope and trust that some enterprising roan or company 
will take it in hand, and thus avail theinselve* and the 
communitv of one of the greatest and cheapest powers for 
manufacturing in the world.

itated, and upon which a man may make a brute of 
himself at a moderate expense, and contrive to kill 
himself in a few years." 



SjTKev. Theodore Parker, in a late discourse de- 
livered in Boston, defined his position on the Tem- 
perance question. He said that he was originally 
an advocate of the Washingtonian system. He was 
afterwards induced to give his countenance and sap- 
port to the laws recently passed upon that subject, 
but, on a review of the whole ground, he felt con- 
vinced that, so far as the laws of Maine and Massa- 
chusetts were concerned, they had not effected the 
desired object.

The proprietors of the People's line of steamboats 
of New York "were somewhat surprised, a short time

turn. 

The party who holds a twenty-one years' lease on 
the new and elegant iron store on the corner of 
Broadway and Broom streets, New York, has been 
offered a bonus of $5,000 a year for the twenty-one 
year* — equal to a clear profit of $ 150,000 on hie con- 
tract. 

In Worcester, Mass., it appears that, during the 
twelve months just closed, the fire department has 
been called out but twelve times, and of that twelve 
only two were for buildings in flames, the loss of 
which was less than $500 for both fires. Worcester 
is a city of 25,000 inhabitants.

93-We take the following interesting sketch of the 
author of "Afraja" from Bayard Taylor's last letter 
to the Tribune: 

I was fortunate in having a letter to Theodor 
MueggT, the author of "Afraja" and "Eric Ran- 
dal^ When I calhsd at his, residence, according to 
a previous appointment, a pretty little girl of --even 
or eight years - old opened the doer. "Is Herr Dr. 
Muegge at home?" I asked. She went to an adja- 
cent door and cried out. "Father, are you at home?" 
"Jawohl," answered a sturdy voice; "and presently 
a tall, broad-shouldered, and rather handsome man 
of over forty years made his appearance. He wore 
a thick, brown beard, spectacles, was a little bald 
about the temples, and spoke with a decided Korth- 
German accent. His manner at first was marked 
with more reserve than is common among Germans; 
but I had the pleasure of meeting him more than 
once, and found that the outer shell covered a ker- 
nel of good humor and good feeling. 

Like many other authors, Mugge has received 
hardly as much honor in his own country as he 
deserves. Hi6 "Afraja," one of the most remark- 
able romances of this generation, is just beginning to 
be read and valued, lie was entirely unacquainted 
with the fact that it had been translated in Ameri- 
ca, where five or six editions were sold in a very 
few months. I could give him no better evidence 
of its success than the experience of a friend of 
mine, who was carried thirteen miles past his home, 
on a New Haven railroad train, while absorbed in 
its pages. He informed me that the idea of the 
story was suggested to him during his residence at 
Tromsoe, on the Norwegian coast, where, among 
some musty official records, he found the minutes of 
the last trial and execution of a Lapp for witchcraft, 
about a century ago. 

This Lapp, who was a sort of chieftain in his clan, 
had been applied to by some Danish traders to fur- 
nish them with good wind during their voyage. He 
sold them breeses from the right quarter, but the 
vessel was wrecked and all hands drowned. When 
asked, during his tri .1, whether he had not furnished 
a bad instead of a good wind, he answered haughti- 
ly: "Yes, I sold them the bad wind, because I hated 
them, as I hate you, and all the brood of thieves 
who have robbed me and my people of our land." 
I referred to the character of Niels Helgestad, and 
spoke of his strong resemblance, in many respects, 
to one of our Yankee traders of the harder and 
coarser kind. Mugge assured me that I would find 
many of the same type still existing, when I should 
visit the Ix>foden isles. He spent a summer among 
the scenes described in "Afraja," and his descrip- 
tions are so remarkably faithful that Alexander 
Xiegler used the book as his best guide in going over 
the same ground this year. 

Axkcdotk ok John RANDOLrn. — All who have 
read the life of this great man wilt remember the 
great importance he attached to correct pronuncia- 
tion. His biographer, Mr. Garland, records the fact 
of his correcting Dr. Parish twice in his manner of 
pronouncing words, while the doctor was reading 
him a short article the day before his death; and 
that, when the doctor hesitated about adopting Mr. 
liandolph'e mode of pronunciation, the dying man 
exclaimed, in his usual impatient and absolute 
manner: "Pass on, sir, pass on; there can be no 
doubt about it." This had seemed to me to be 
slightly colored by the biographer, but the accom- 
panying incident convinced me that it was but the 
ruling passion strong in death. When Tazewell was 
at the zenith of his fame, on one occasion he made 
a speech at the bar, surpassing even himself in elo- 
quence. On finishing, Randolph approached him 
and complained bitterly, with an oath, that it was 
fated that nothing human should be perfect. Taze- 
well, who was receiving impassioned congratulations 
from his friends, asked Randolph what he meant. 
His questioner, with his usual acerbity, indignantly 
demanded: "Why did vou not sav , hor-«'-zon,' in- 
stead of 'Aor-izon?' Were it not for that d— d bar- 
barism, there would have been one perfect human 
production."

Gen. Cass inquired what had become of the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Harrison to supercede Judge Lecompte 
m Chief Justice of Kansas, which was sent into ths 
Senate by the President some time since. 

Mr. Toombs, as chairman of the committee, re- 
plied that the committee had not yet decided on 
what report they should make in relation to it. 

Mr. Cass rejoined with considerable feeling that it 
was quite time some action should be taken on the 
a abject. 

Mr. Toombs said that for himself, as far as he was 
■concerned, he was ready to report against it. He 
thought that it was an arbitrary assumption of au- 
thority for the President to attempt to remove a 
member of the judiciary merelv because his decision 
happened to be contrary to his (the President's) 
wishes. The judiciary' should feel when giving 
their decisions that their place did not depend on 
th*ir giving an opinion coinciding with the views of 
the Executive. The act of the President was such 
an exercise of power as should be checked by the 
Senate. 

Mr. Cass replied that however the case might be 
with regard to the members of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, with regard to the judiciary of 
the Territories, the law had been settled bv a decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court. It had been decidt 



that 

the President had power to remove the Judges of 
Territories. 

Mr. Toombs dissented from such a decision. If 
any such had been made he should consider it uncon- 
stitutional. 

The question was asked why the committee did 
not report one way or the other. 

Mr. Toombs answered that they were waiting to 
hear Judne I>ecompte's defence. 

There was some further discussion on the subject. 
The general opinion seemed to be that the exercise 
of the power of removal by the President was con- 
stitutional under the circumstances. 

The nomination of Mr. Spencer as Marshal of 
Kansas, in place of Donaldson, was also considered. 

Ixdiaxa and Illinois Banks.— The Indianapolis 
Journal, of Saturday, says: 

Brokers were making a run yesterday on the Cen- 
tral Bank. They found ample means on hand to 
redeem all outstanding notes. The circulation of 
the Central Bank is only about 440,000— the pro- 
prietors having been calling it in for a year past. 
The cry of Cincinnati brokers against the Central 
Bank and Bank of the Capitol is a silly and foolish 
utterance, except so far as it putt money in their 
pockets at the expense of the people. 

Brokers from Chicago and other points in Illinois 
are here buying up Illinois money at a discount, 
which thev will take home and have redeemed in 
coin. Holders of Illinois bank notes should not 
sacrifice them, as they are good, and are taken by 
our merchants at par. This game of brokerage 
should be stopped. It is making money by the few 
at the expense of the many. We hope our Legisla- 
ture w il 1 do something to drive every broker out of 
the State, and keep them from returning.

New York, Jan. 24. 

Advices from Constantinople announce that the 
Turkish Government had delinitelv engaged with 
the English capitalists for a loan of" twelve millions 
sterling at 6 per cent. 

France.— 1 he monthly statement of the Bank of 
France shows an increase of commercial discounts, 
but a heavy decrease in the bullion. 

The French papers generally approve of the hos- 
tile measures of England against Canton. 

Great Britain. — At a meeting of the leading Iron- 
masters of Birmingham, an inclination was shown 
bs wards a further advance, but none was declared. 

The movement against the income tax has spread 
to Ireland where it is being discussed vigorously. 

iTirsfr — A dispatch from Naples states that the 
Neapolitan frigate Charles III., with troops bound 
for airily, blew up on the i>th. Manv lives were 
lost. 

The leaders in the late insurrection were shot at 
Palermo on the 20th December. 

Persia. — The advices in relation to Persian affairs 
are contradictory. 

The Persian minister has left Constantinople for 
Marseilles. 

The Swiss difficulty is virtuallv settled by the in- 
terposition of France, supported by the English. 
Napoleon undertakes that Prussia shall renounce all 
claim to Neufchatel in consideration of the release 
of the prisoners. France further undertakes to pre- 
vent any aggression by Prussia against Switzerland. 
Switzerland' approves'of the terms and the Federal 
Assembly are summoned to ratify them. 

The Conference of Paris closed on the 6th, having 
signed the protocol which is expected to terminate 
all difficulties in the fulfillment of the treaty of 
peace. Russia cedes Belgrade and Tabak to Mol- 
davia, and receives the town of Komrat, on the right 
bank of the river Yalpak, with territory of 300 
square versts. The Iale of Serpents decided to be- 
long to the mouths of the Danube and goes with 
them. New boundaries are to lie fixed and the 
Austrian troops and the British fleets evacuate 
Turkish territorv bv the 30th of March next. Im- 
mediately thereafte'r Congress shall re-assemble at 
Paris to ratify these proceedings. 

New Yobk, Jan. 25. 

The steamer James Adger left San Juan on the 
13th, put into Key West and was detained there 32 
hour-. The purser reports that the cholera had dis- 
appeared from the Isthmus. There was little sick- 
ness and no deaths on the Adger. 

The sloop of war Cyane is at Aspinwall. 

Walker is represented as in better condition, hav- 
ing 1,200 able-bodied men at Kivas, well supplied 
with ammunition and provisions. Col. Lockendge, 
with 3«0 men, was still waiting at Punta Arenas for 
the completion of the steamer, to be readv about 
the 17th. 

The Adger encountered great fields of ice on her 
homeward passage, between latitude 37 and 39. 

The passengers by the Adger give gloomy ac- 
counts of Walker's situation. 

The seizure of the transit route and steamboats by 
Spencer is confirmed. Spencer states openly that he 
acted in behalf of Vandarbilt . No injury was offered 
to the passengers in the captured boats, but they 
were escorted to Greytown, where the steamer was 
boarded by the officers from a British man-of-war, 
whe ordered the baggage of the men to be put off 
immediately. 

Spencer kept the American flag flying from his 
steamer, although he made captures in the name of 
Costa Rica. 

President Mora, of the Costa Rican government, 
had issued a proclamation granting a pardon to Wal- 
ker's men, and a free passage back to the States. 
Many of Walker's men, both officers and privates, 
were deserting. They all tell hard stories of thoir 
sufferings from hunger and sickness. 

Walker was still st Rivas, with 600 men; another 
account says 1 ,200. 

Spencer states that the Costa Ricans have 1,500 
troops posted along the route. They are also in 
strong force at Seraqui, and have gnns posted on 
both shores. 

The report that General Henningsen had fought 
his way out of Granada and joined General Walker 
is confirmed, as is also the rumor that Gen. Chilton, 
with a large body mi men, had pronounced for Wal- 
ker at Leon. 

Walker, it is said, retook Rivas withsut the loss 
of a man. 

Capt. Saunders, with his rifles, had advanced to 
Leon, to occupy that post. 

The foregoing dispatch is made up from state- 
ments of several returned Nicaraguans, who give 
rep.' conflicting stories.

Whichever way it 
ia decided, when ths stock is sold it must make a large sup- 
ply of foreign exehange, and if sold at once, the pressure 
of so many bills would inevitably lead to lower rates.

The Kansas Judgeship — Trouble in the Camp — One 
Good Word Jar Congress— Mail Steamer*, etc. 

Washington, Jan. 18, 1857. 
Although several weeks have elapsed since the 
President of the United States removed Judge Le- 
coinpton fthe late Chief Justice of the Jupreme 
Court of Kansas), no action has yet been taken on 
the nomination of his successor, James 0. Harrison, 
of Kentucky. The subject still "hangs fire" in the 
Senate; the Committee on the Judiciary, who have 
the matter in charge, not having reported upon the 
nomination. The friends of the administration have 
shown not a little anxiety to have final action, but 
the committee are waiting to hear what Judge Le- 
compton has to offer in his own defense. The Judge, 
however, in a letter recently written to a friend in 
his native town (Cambridge, Marvland,) says he 
has no defeuse to make for his conduct in releasing 
Hayes, the murderer, on bail; but justifies himself, 
at least to his own satisfaction, in the premises. It 
is understood that I^ecompton has not proffered any 
explanation to the administration, leaving it to take 
its own course. 

Speaking of Kansas, it may here be stated that 
Governor or ex-Governor Robinson, of that Terri- 
tory, has just arrived in the city. He visited the 
President's house on Friday night, on the occasion 
•f the first public reception of the season, but took 
care not to follow the example of the numerous 
guests in paying their respects to the Chief Magis- 
trate. In addition to this freesoil Governor, we also 
have in our midst Gov. Reeder, who, it is known, 
is here to contest the seat in the House held bv Gen. 
Whitfield, as the Delegate from Kansas. Other 
Kansas folks have made their appearance in the me- 
tropolis, and thus the Territory is fully represented 
at the seat of government. 

Whatever may be the "short-comings" of the 
present Congress in other respects, the members de- 
serve credit for their attention to private bills. The 
decisions of the Court of Claims on numerous ap- 
plications have facilitated the action of the two 
houses, although the latter have not, in all cases, 
sanctioned the conclusions of that tribunal. 

The several contractors for carrying the mails of 
the United States in scean steamers are mnch fright- 
ened just now in consequence of the House Com- 
mittee on the Post-Office and Post-roads having un- 
der consideration a proposition to abolish favoritism, 
and give the bids to the lowest bidders. As millions 
of dollars are annaally drawn from the treasury to 
meet the expenses of ocean mail transportation, a 
sharp appetite for the spoils creates no astonishment. 

The telegraph has already informed you of the 
sudden illness of Mr. Gidaings, who, having been 
engaged in earnest debate on a private bill, on Sat- 
nrdav, was seized with atrophy of the heart.

A merican Colomsatim Society— Iu Condition and 
Prospects, etc. 

Washington, Jan. 20, 1857. 

The annual meeting of the American Colonization 
Society is to take place this evening. The report, 
which will be submitted, states at length the present 
condition and prospects of that organization, and 
contains much information interesting to the friends 
of the enterprise. Manv of our citizens and stran- 
gers remember with pleasure the past celebrations 
of the society when Henry Clay presided over its 
deliberations, on which occasions thousands throng- 
ed the place of meeting to hear his opening address, 
fraught as it was with stirring eloquence and burn- 
ing enthusiasm in behalf of the experiment iu the 
initiation of which he took so distinguished a part, 
and which he lived to sea ripen into a practical fact— 
the establishment of a flourishing Republic on the 
coast of Africa, penetrating with its civilizing bless- 
ings that benighted portion of the globe. 

Ater speaking of what Maryland, Virginia, and 
other States have done, the report continues: '-Nor 
has Kentucky failed t« emulate the example of the 
ancient Dominion from which she sprang, but 
touched by the spirit of her immortal son, the echo 
of whose voice will die only when liberty herself 
expires, in February last, by "the vote of a large ma- 
jority of her representatives, appropriated $5,000 
annually, without limitation of time, to aid the colo- 
nization" of such free persons of color within her 
limits as might desire to find a home in LH»eria." 

The increasing value of the African trade deserves 
public attention. While in 1854 that of the United 
States to Africa, generallv, was f3.116.oJ2, the trade 
of Great Britain rose to $23,000,000. It is estimated 
that more than one hundred ships, many of them of 
a thousand tons burden, regularly trade between 
Great Britain and the coast of Africa, while one or 
more steamers leave London monthly for Liberia 
and other commercial communities north and south 
of that Republic. France, Spain, Denmark, Portu- 
gal and Germany participate in this trade, but the 
interests of England surpass those of all the other 
European States. 

The financial statement shows several facts, among 
which stands prominent, that the whole amount of 
receipts during the past year was $81,388 41; the 
expenditures $79,394 79,' leaving a balance in the 
tueasury of $1,993 62, and an indebtedness of $24,- 
136 74. The whole amount from legacies is $14,- 

675 84. Of this, however, $5,000 is the balance of 
the Graham legacy for the support of schools in Li- 
beria, which is invested for that purpose, and was, 
therefore, not a part of the Society's available work- 
ing funds. One of the most encouraging features in 
the operations of the year is the large amount, $32,- 

676 09, received in payment of the expenses of emi- 
grants; another is, that the auxiliary State Societies 
have paid the Societv in cash $9,799 75. 

The Secretary, (the Rev. R. R. Gurley,) in the 
conclusion of his report, says: "Thankful "to the Su- 
preme Ruler in all human affairs for the measure of 
success which has attended our efforts, let us see the 
wisdom of His Providence, both in the continuation 
of causes, as well as in the ordering of particular 
events. In the late discoveries of the great geo- 
graphical features of Africa, her various and abun- 
dant resources, her populous tribes and nations; in 
the multiplication of missionary stations and mis- 
sionary laborers on nearly all parts of her coast and 
far into the interior; in her wrongs and sins, her 
misery and her capacitv; in her dark and bloody 
history, her exiled children, and her opening gates, 
let us discern signs of her redemption, and motives 
for our beneficence. For long ages is our work. It 
may stand while the world stands. Let the people 
of the United States see and feel its glory," etc.
